_ _ Mr. Henry Moffop was the fon of the

year 1747, having juit compleated his 
‘fifteenth year. 
_ Whilft he wasin the College he feem-

very early acquaintance™®. 

In the year 1749, the Dublin theatre 
was under the direction of Mr. Sheridan; 
to him Mr. Mcffop applied, and was 
admitted to perform the character of 
Zanga in the tragedy of the Kevenge, 
which he did onthe 30th of November 
(two days after Mr, Digges had made his 
firit appearance) His attempt was crown- 
ed with uncommon applaufe, “lLhetown 
was charmed to fee a young man of fe- 
venteen fill up that difficult character 
with fuch amazing {pirit and propriety, 
and ftart out at once a finifhed actor, 
His next appearance was in Otello, 
with egua! fuccefs. On this dccafion 
his friend Mr Mar/ha/ publifhed the fol- 
lowing lines in the Dublin news papers:

Sir William Penn, Admiral of 
England, and one of the Commanders at 
the taking of Jamaica ; he was born the 
i4th of October, 1444, on Tower-hill, 
in the parifh of St. Catharine, London, 
his mother being Margaret, dauvhter of 
Join Jafper, of Rotterdam in Holland, 
Merchant. His firik education was at

fubfequent odd and enthufiaftical notions. 
Afterwards he went toa private {chool 
on Tower-hill, and had, belides, the ad- 
vantage of a private Tutor, which his 
father kept in the houfe, In 1660 he 
was entered a Gentleman-commoner of 
Chrift’s Church in Oxford, and matricu- 
Jated in October, that year, asa Knight’s 
fon. 

Here he continued two years, as we 
are told ; and delighted much in manly 
{ports at times of recreation. But, mean 
while, being influenced by the preach- 
ing of one Thomas Low, or Loe, a 

uaker, he and fome other Students 
withdrew from the national form of wor- 
fhip, and held private meetings for the 
exercife of religion, where they preach- 
ed and prayed among themfelves. ‘This 
giving great offence to the Governors of 
the Univerlity, Mr. Penn was fined for 
mon-conformity; and, continuing {till 
zealous in his religious exercifes, was at 
Jength expelled his college. 

Upon his return home in 1661, he was 
feverely treated by his father on the fame 
account, who at laft turned him out of 
doors ; but, his anger abating afterwards, 
he fent him to travel into France, in 
company with fome Perfons of Quality, 
wherehe continued two years or upwards, 
and returned well fkilled in the French 
Language, and accomplifhed with a 
polite and courtly behaviour. Then he 
was entered into Lincoln’s-inn to ftudy 
the laws, where he remained till the 
plague began to ragein London, 

In 1666, his father committed to his 
care and management a confiderable ef- 
tate in Ireland, which oceafioned his re- 
fidence in that kingdom. But, initead 
of going into the diverfions there, he 
took toa ferious and retired way of life; 
and, by the preaching of Thomas Loe 
above-mentioned, at Cork, was prevail- 
ed upon to protefs himfelf publicly a 
Quaker, and conftantly to attend their 
meetings: In one of which he was ap- 
prehended, with many others, in Novem- 
ber 1667, andimprifoned, but, by writ- 

ing a letter tothe Earl of Orrery, was 
foon after difcharged. His father, hear- 
ing of his having embraced Quakerifm, 
fent for him to England; and, finding 
him too much fixed to be brought toa 
general compliance with the fafhions of 
the times, teemed inclinable to have borne 
with him in other refpects, provided he

Nutch in 1665, underthe Duke of York, 
he obtained a patent, dated March 4, 
1480-81, whereby was granted to him 
all that traét of land in America, bound- 
ed eaftward on Delaware river, from 12 
miles Northward of Newcatile, to the 
43d degree of northern latitude, and to 
extend five degrees in longitude from the 
{aid river; to be bounded northerly by 
the beginning of the 43d degree of nor- 
thern latitude, and on the fouth by a 
circle drawn at twelve miles diftance from 
Newcaftle northward, and weitward un- 
to the beginning of the goth degree of 
northern latitude, and then by a ftrait 
line weftward to the limits of longitude a- 
bove-mentioned : Erected into a province 
and feignery to be called Pentylvania. 
The delign of it to be to reduce the fa- 
vage nations, by gentle and juft manners, 
to the love of civil fociety and the Chrif- 
tian religion; and to tranfport thither 
an ample colony towards enlarging the 
Englith Empire and its trade, 

Upon obtaining this grant, Mr. Penn 
publifhed a brief account of the province 
of Penfylvania, with the King’s patent 
and other papers ; defcribing the country, 
and propefing an eafy purchafe of lands, 
and good terms of fettlement, for fuch 
as were inclined to remove thither, He 
publifhed alfo, fhortly after, the fun- 
damental Conftitutions of Penfylvania, 
in twenty four articles; and agreed, 
july 11, 1681, upon certain conditions 
with the Adventurers and Purchafers. 
Thefe were many fingle perfons, and 
jome families out of England and Wales, 
which went over about September. in 
order to fecure them from any infults from 
the natives, he fent to them a letter, to 
conciliate their friendfhip; and appointed 
Commiffioners to treat with them, about 
lettling the land, and to confirm a 
league of peace, 

ln November 1681, he was elected 
Member of the royal Society. In 1682, 
we publifhed * The Frame of the Go- 
vernment of the Province of Penfyl- 
vania, and a Charter of Liberties and 
Privileges to the people,’ dated April 
25,1682, The 30th of Augutt following, 
he embarked at Deal for Penfylvania, 
accompanied with many perfons, efpecial- 
ly Quakers; and, during his abode 
there, took all proper meatures to caufe 
his infant-colony to thrive and flourith, 
He planned or laid out his new town of

Philadel phia in the moft elegant manner ; 
and, the fecond of April, 1683, made 
fome alterations in his firit charter. 

Philadelphia conliited of eight long 
ftreets of two miles, and fixteen crots 
{treets of one mile each, in lengths 
cutting each other at right angles, with 
proper ipaces forse public buildings; and 
the whole laid out with much exa¢tnets, 
But, the fituation of it being at tne con- 
fluence of two large frefh-water rivers, 
Delaware and Schuyl-kill, renders 
the inhabitants obnoxious to pleuritic, 
peripneumonic, dyfenteric, and intermit- 
ting fevers. ‘[hereare init about 2076 
houfes, public buildings, ware-houtes,and 
out-houfes not included, 

In Augutt following, he obtained from 
the Duke of York fome lands, which 
were intermixed with thofe that had been 
eranted him by the Crown, He return- 
ed to England in Auguit, 1684. His 
friend King James the Second coming 
foon after to the Crown, he was admit- 
tedinto a very great degree of favour 
with his Majeity ; But 1 brought upon 
him the imputation of being a Papift, and 
ot promoting the bad defigns of the 
Court, by his frequent attendance there, 
Upon that account being, at the Revo- 
lution, fufpected of difattection to the 
Government, and looked upon as a Pa- 
pift, or a Jefuit in the difguife of a Qua- 
ker, he was examined betore the Privy- 
council, December 10, 1688, and oblig- 
ed to give fecurity for his appearance 
the firtt day of the next term; which he 
did, and then was continued on the {ame 
fecurity, to Eafter-term following, on 
the lait day ot which he was difcharged. 

In 1690, when the French fleet threa- 
tened a deicent on England, he was again 
examined before the Council, upon an 
acculation of holding correfpondence 
with the late King James the Second,and 
imprifoned or held upon bail for fome 
time, but releafed. in’ frinity. term. He 
was attacked a third time; and his name 
inferted in a proclamation, July 18th, 
the fame year; but was difcharged the 
laft day of Michaelmas term. However, 
he was deprived of the privilege of ap- 
pointing a Governor ior Penfylvama, 
and Coionel Fletcher was put in by the « 
Crown; till, upon Mr, Penn’s yindica- 
tion of himfelf; he was reftored to his 
right of government, He defigned now 
to vo over a fecond time to Penfylvania, 
and publifhed propofalsin print for ano- 
ther fettlement there ; and had fo far 
prepared tor his voyage, that an order 
: for 
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for a convoy was granted him by the 
Secretary vt ftate, which was prevented 
by a treth accufation ayaintt lim upon 
the oath of one William Fuller. A war- 
rant was vranted for Mr, Penn's appre- 
henfion, which he narrow sy efcaped at 
his return trom George funeral, 
january 16, 1499, unon 
ccaied himfeli ior two or 
But A, Wood lay , that, about the 13th 
of April, 1691, he was brought out of 
Sulfe x by al guard Ol h rie, and , ON the 
30th, proceeded azaintt to an outlawry. 

In the lattcr end of the year 1693, 
thro’ the intere(t of the Lord Ranel agh, 
Lord Sommers, andSir John Tre nehard, 
he was a’mitted to appear before the 
King and Council; where he reprefent- 
ed his innocence Ss effectually, that he 
was acquitied, In 1695, he prefented to 
the Houle of Commons a paper, upon 
occalion of a bill for cauling the folemn 
aifirmation and declaration of the Qua- 
kers to be accepted infiead of an oath in 
thie ufual form. tiis wife Gulielma-Ma- 
riadying in Feb, 1693-4, he married, on 
the sth of March, 1695-6, Hannah, 
daughterot Mr. Thomas Callowhill, and 
yrand-daughter of Mr, Dennis Hollifter, 
a Merchant of Briftol, by whom he had 
four tons and one daushter.

for light offences; vexatious informers 
are exempted from paying damages, to 
which they are yutily hable, end oppret- 
five fecurity Is required trom owners be- 
forethey are ailowed todefend their right. 

Both Heufes of Parliament have reio!- 
ved, that Colonifts may be triedin Eng 
land for offences alledged to have been 
committed in America, by virtue of a 
Statute pailed in the thirty-fifth year of 
Henry the Lizhth, and in confequence 
thereoi, attempts have been made to en- 
force thatStatute. A Statute was patied 
inthe twelfth year ofyour Majetty’s reign, 
directing that perfons charged with com- 
mitting anv offence therein defcribed, in 
any placeout of the realm, may beindi¢t- 
ed and tried for the fame in any Shire or 
County within the realm; whereby the 
Inhabitants of thefe Colonies, may, tn 
fundry cafes, by that flatute made cap- 
tal, be deprived of a trial by thear Peers 
of the vicinage.

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In the laft Seffions of Parliament an 
Act was paffed tor blocking up the Har- 
bour of Bolton; another, empowering 
the Governor of Maflachufett’s Bay to 
fend pertons indicted for murder in that 
Province to another Colony, or even to 
Great Britain for trial, whereby fuch of- 
tenders may efcape legal punifhment; a 
third, for altering the chartered Coniti- 
tution of Government in that Province ; 
anda fourth, forextending the limits of 
Quebec, abolifhing the Lenglifh and re- 
{toring the French Laws, whereby great 
numbers of Britifh Freemenare fubjected 
to the latter, and eftablifhing an abfo- 
lute government and the Roman Catho- 
lic religion throughout thofe va{t regions 
that borderon the wetterly and northerly 
boundaries of the free Proteftant Englifh 
fettlements; anda fifth, for the better 
providing fuitable quarters for the officers 
and foldiers in his Majefty’s fervice in 
North America. 

Toa fovereign ** who glories in the 
name of Briton,” the bate recital of 
thefe acts muft, we prefume, juftify the 
loyal fubjeéts who fly to the foot of his 
Throne, and implore his clemency for 
protection againit them.

Such indefatigable toil and arduous

The moderation and temper, 
with which all their proceedings have 
been conducted during the courfe of 
this feffion, attord the cleareft proof, 
not only of their gratitude for his majef- 
ty’s gracious attention and condefcenfion 
to their wifhes, but alfo of the juft fenfe 
they entertain of your excellency’s ef- 
fectual interceflion in their favour, to

Vhe fable is not the moit natural or 
intelligible, nor have the characters 
any great claim to novelty.—Sir Lucius 
O’Tnmgger and Sir Anthony Abfolute, 
indifferent as they are, were moft bar- 
baroufly handled by the inattention of 
the performers, neither of them being 
perfect in one fentence of their parts, 
‘The dialogue, in many {fcenes, was na- 
tural and pleating ; in one or two, far fu- 
perior to that of the modern race of co- 
mic writers ,—the fituation between Capt. 
Abfolute and Mrs, Malaprop was well 
conceived and wrought up. We think 
the writer has here and there miftaken 
ribaidry for humour, at which the audi- 
ence feemed difpleafed. A prologue by 
Nir. Lee, in the character of a ferjeant at 
Law, and Mr. Quick as an attorney, 
who brings the former a fee to plead tor 
the bard, though siovel, was not much re- 
lifhed. ‘The epilogue, however, made 
amends, as it is one of the moft harmo- 
nlous, pretty pieces of the kind that has 
been heard for fome time. ‘There were 
three new fcenes; one of which, a per- 
fpective view through the South Parade 
at Bath, to the late Mr. Allen’s villa, 
was univerfally admired.

Much, my Lords, has been faid about 
the authority of pardament in thefe ca- 
fes, and when men are driven for want 
of argument, they fly to this as their laft 
refource—‘ acts of parliament (fay their 
advocates) are facred, and fhould be im- 
plicitly fubmitted to—for if the fupreme 
power does not lodge fomewhere opera- 


stively, and effectually, there muit be an 


end of all legiflation.”—But, my Lords, 
they whoargue, or rather dogmatize in 
this manner, do not fee the whole of 
this queiiion on great, wife, and liberal 
grounds; for in all free ftates the conffi- 
tution is fixed, and all legiflative power, 
and authority, wherever placed either 
in collective bodies, or individually, mutt 
derive under that conftitution that fra~ 
med them.—Acts of leyiflation, there- 
fore, however ftrong and effective they 
may be, when they are framed in the 
{pirit of thisconftitution, yet when they 
refift—they attack theirown foundation: 
for it is the confiitution, and af alone, that 
limits both fovereignty, and allegiance. 

This doétrine, my Lords, is no tem- 
porary doctrine, taken up on particular 
purpofes, it is involved in no metaphyfi- 
cal doubts, and intricacies—but clear, 
precife, and determined,—It is recorded 
in all our law books—it is written in the 
creat volume of nature—it is the eflenti- 
al, unaltered right of Englifhmen—it ac- 
cords with all the principles of juftice, 
and civil policy, which neither armed 
force on the one fide, nor jubmiffion on 
the other, can upon any occafion what- 
ever eradicate. , 

It was this doctrine that was the great 
guide and {pirit to the framers of the bill 
of rights at the period of the glorious re- 
volution—men of the greateft accuracy, 
wifdom, and honefty; and who without 
any difparagement to the .prefent day— 
few fuch counfellors are. now to be feen 
—Recolleét, my Lords; for a moment, 
the -sguments ufed by thefe men—and 
fee...ow wile, liberal, and conftitutional 
they were ; turn them to their oppo- 
nents; and how flimfy, thin, and unpro-. 
vided they appear ! if then we applaud 
our anceftors for obtaining fuch liberties 
for us, at a time when all the rights of 
Englithmen were trampled upon, and 
defpotifm had trodden down the laws— 
furely we cannot, in+ reaton, deny that 
portion of liberty-(fo hardly and honour- 
ably obtained) to our.own brethren— 
brethren by the fame commom parent, 

M and 
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and who are unqueftionable heirs of the 
fame glorious inheritance. 

The fasts being then, my Lords, as 
Ihave ftated them, what has government 
done? they have fent an armed force, 
contifling of above /eventeen thoufandmen, 
to dragoon the Boftonians into what is 
called their duty, and for the chartiie- 
ment of a fimall rabble, confitling of 
the neceffitous and charader/e{s in duing 
an unlawful aét, have involved ffir. 
iy thoufand inhabitants in the greateft 
dithculty, oppreifion, and confiernation, 
Is this the way to win mén to their du- 
ty, and recover in them the principles of 
aitection, and Britifh allegiance. Do 
you think, that mén whocould be roufed 
to forego their profits, their pieaiures,

like flaves ?——Why, my Lords, this con- 
duct in government is fo tantaftical, and 
aerial in pra¢tice—that it by far-exceeds 
the boldeit wing of poetry ; for poetry 
has often read pleafing,.as well as in- 
{tructive leffons to mankind ; and though 
it fometimes amufes itfelf in fiction— 
that fiction, to pleafé, fhould be founded 
on verifimilitude, But in this uife Jyflem 
there is nothing “ike truth—nothing like 
policy, nothing like juftice, experience, 
or common fenie. 

But, my lords, government, fo far 
from once turning its éyes to the policy 
and dettructive confequence of this fcheme, 
ate contiantly fending out more troops; 
and we are told, in the languaye of me- 
nace, that if jeventeen thoufand men 
won't do, fifty thoufandfhall, “Tis true, 
fry lords, with this force they may ravage 
the country ; waitte, and deftroy as they 
march: but, in the progrefs of feventeen 
hundred miles, can theyoccupy the pla- 
ces they have patled? will nota country 
which can produce three millions of peo- 
ple, wronged and infulted as they are, 
iart up like Hydras in every corner, and 
gather frefh ftrength frem frefh oppofiti- 
on? nay, what dependancecan you have 
upon the foldiery, the unhappy engines 
of your wrath ! “hey are Englifhmen, 
who muit feel for the privileges of Eng- 
lifhmen; and their carrying mutkets, and 
bayonets, about them, furely does not 
exclude them the pale of Civil Commu- 
nity. Do you think that thefe men, 
then, can turn their arms againt{t their 
brethren ?—Surely no—a vidiory mult be 
to them a defeat—Cariage—a facrifice, 

But, my lords, it is not merely three 
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fica, we have to combat with, in this yp, 
natural itruggle ; many more are on the; 
fide, difperfed over the face of this wig 
empire. Every Whig, in this country, j 
for them,—Jreland, 1s with them to, 
man; nay, even thofe Englifhmen, wh 
may be now teinporarily inactive, whe 
they once come to be roufed to a fenfe gj 
recoliettion ; when they come to Weigh 
the great line of right, for which they 
brethren, in America, are Contending, 
the fenfe of their own danger will jp.

| know, after having fubmitted to the fword, 
© you mean to forge for her heavier chains, 
© the general confequence of ferocious 
victory ? 

_ Ihave crawled, my lords, to this houfe 
| to-day, to tell you fo---I think it my du-- 
| ty to give the whole of my experience, 
» and counfel to my country at all times, 
| but more particularly, when fhe is in fo 
» much need of it; and having thus en- 
| tered on the threfhold of this bufinefs, I 
F wil knock at your gates for juftice, and 
p aever ftop, except infirmities fhould nail 
» Ne tomy bed, until J have, at leaft, tri- 
| ¢d every thing in my power to heal 
p thofe unhappy divifions.

WeT-—-1t will be irritabile vulnus; a 
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wound of that rancorous and feftering 
kind, that, in all probability, will mor- 
tity the whole body, 

Let us then, my lords, inftantly begin 
with this bufinefs, but let us not a¢t, as 
hitherto has been agted- -taking it up 
by bits and feraps, asexigencies preffed, 
without any regard to general relations, 
and dependencies. W hat fignifies mere 
ly repealiny this, or that particular act? 
this is but meanly fneaking out of one 
difficulty perhaps to get in a worfe, and 
can never anfwer the purpofe of a wife, 
amicable, and conftitutiogal fyftem. 
‘Lhe mere annihilation of a few littledir- 
ty fhreds of parchment can never produce 
any lafting effe& on the happinefs and 
commerce of three millions of people, 
hitherto ground down with miferies and 
wrongs, and in hourly dread of having 
them occafionally rehearfed. 

We muft look on this great bufinefs in 
one large connected view, work on if, 
fitep by itep, with caution, and liberalie 
ty, and never lofe fight of it until it is 
accomplifhed ,---this ts the way, noton- 
ly to obtain confidence for the prefent, 
but folid, and lafting happinefs for the 
future: the line thus drawn, the Ame- 
ricans will have fomething to truft to---- 
and we thall be taught not to tranfgrefs 
that line. Thus mutual confidence will 
be begun, and muttal benefit muft fol- 
low. I know that it has been incircula- 
tion, that if the famp aéf had never 
been repealed, we fhould be atthis hour 
in peace and quietnefs with America; and 
from this many people urge the danger, 
as well as inefficacy of conciliating mea- 
fures at prefent. But though I could re- 
fute the falfefood, and abfurdity of this 
affertion, by appealing to the very official 
letters from your American governors 
at that period-- -L fhall wave this ground, 
and only mention to your lordthips a, 
circumitance, which will fet this matter 
in a ftill clearer light, and fhow you 
the temper, firmnefs, and comp exion of 
the Boftonians on that occafion. 

Some time after the repeal of that aét, 
[ happened to be in company (at the 
houfe of a mutual friend above one hun- 
dred miles from this town) with one of 
the moft confiderable and intelligent 
merchants in this country; in a conver- 
fation L had with him upon this fubjeet, 
1 begged him to be as explicit as poffihle 
in giving me his opinion on the repeal. 
This gentleman then told me, and con~ 
firmed hisaccount by feveral written and 
reipectable evidences that the peovle of 

M 2 Bofton, 
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Botton, previous to the repeal, waited in 
fullen filence the deliberations of the 
Britifh parliament; and were pofitively 
determined, if that day’s viétory had 
not been obtained, immediately to aban- 
don the town, their refidence, and all! 
the benefits of commerce ; to the country 
they were determined to retire with their 
families and their friends, more happy 
to be freemen, though tillers of the earth, 
than faves under the greate{t profperity. 
Does this refolution look like tamely 
fubmitting to indignities ? or does it fllew 


that it is owing to this juf relaxation of 


government, that they have been taught 
to act with ‘that firmnefs, and perfeve- 
rance, they have fince that period pur- 
fued ? . 

I would not, however, wifh, my 
lords, by this to encourage America to 
proceed beyond the line of right—I re- 
probate as much as any of you thofe 
acts of violence which a few of her mo- 
bility have committed ; but when her in- 
herent, conftitutional rights are invaded, 
thofe rights fhe has an equitable claim to 
the full enjoyment of, by the fundamen- 
tal laws of the Englifh conftitution, and 
ingrafted on that conftitution by the un- 
alterable laws of nature; then I own 
myfelf an AMERICAN; and feeling my- 
felt as fuch, fhall, to the verge of my 
life, vindicate her rights. If America, 
however, fhould, at any time, lofe fight 
of this line,I fhall bean ENGLISHMAN, 
and defend thofe rights againitany pow- 
er under Heaven, that would oppofe 
them. 

Lord Suffolk rofe after lord Chatham, 
and condemned the conduttof the Ame- 
ricans with great vehemence; faid, that 

overnment had tried every gentle me- 
thod in their power, but to no effect; 
that things were at laft come to this cri- 
fis, that either the mother country mutt 
affert her authority, or refign it; that for 
his part he was proud to acknowledge 
himfelf as one of his majefty’s minifters 
that firfiadvifed coercive meafures; and 
he would abide by fuch advice at all ha- 
zards, 

Lord Lyttleton fupported lord Suffolk. 
He began with paying every refpect to 
the great authority of the noble earl who 
opened the debate, and was therefore very 
forry to differ from him; but his own 
candour and opinion decided him to re- 
probate highly the conduct of the Ame- 
ricans, whom he called rebels and infur- 
gents. In fhort, he refted the principal 
part of his argument on the infallibility 
of acts of parliament, which any power 
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that refifted againft, he faid, fhould b 
compelled to fubmit to. | 

Lord Shelburne fpoke in defence of thy 
Americans ; faid he ftood totally uncop. 
nected both with men and meafures, by 
that the noble earl’s motion carried wit, 
it fuch a conciliating mode, that he heg. 


















tily adopted it. F 


Lord Camden rofe next, and ina yer 
perfuafive, argumentative manner, fup. 
ported the opinions of his noble frien; 
lord Chatham. He went into an able 
mafterl y examination of the original rights 
of a free people, which he defined wit, 
his ufual accuracy, temper, and precifion, 
He obferved, in an inference from thet EB 
premifes, that arbitrary power maya 
well be lodged ina collective body as, 
{ingle perfon; but wherever it was exert. 
ed, it was unlawful, and may be refifted, 
that this was no novel doétrine, but 4 
old as the conftitution, and may be foun 
in all the law books, from Selden dows 
to a gentleman (meaning judge Blact- 
{tone) whofe Commentaries had been 6 — 
juftly and univerfally received in the 
world; that therefore acts of the ftite 
were not always infallible doctrines, bu 
were, and ought to be, in particular c:- 
fes, fubje&t to the rights and freedoms of 
the people at large, who had the origina 
right vefted in them, of delegating thet 
power and authority. : 

Lord Townthend quoted feveral ats — 
of parliament, which he had minuted for 
the purpofe, to fhow how the American 
had trampled upon legiflative authority. 
He faid, he therefore fhould be for te- 
ducing them to obedience by thofe me- 
thods adopted by government, whichap & 
peared to him to be the beft. He next 
went into afhort detail ofthe Irifh com & 
merce, and obferved that if the atta 
navigation was to be fufpended, as the 
Americans wanted, he thought it fhoulé 
be firft in favour of the Irifh merchants 
(particularly thofe at Corke) whofe loc 
{ituation, and refpeétful behaviour, ent 
tled them toa preference. | 

The duke of Richmond, in his ufu7 
mafterly manner, took a large view 
the queftion ; and, on the whole, com 
cluded with coinciding with the opini 
of lord Chatham for withdrawing tH? 
troops before Bofton, as the only way" 
open a plan of reconciliation. He ne 
anfwered the affertion thrown out by {fo 
of the lords in office, that the America® 
would not be content with being exclut 
ed internal taxation, but wanted are 
of the navigation att, by going se ™ 
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table, and referring to the petition of 
the congrefs, which he read in his place, 
and by which it appeared that they afked 
no fuch matter. Heconcluded by draw- 
ing a comparifon between the timid be- 
haviour of adminiftration at the furren- 
der of Falkland’s iflands, and their 
fwaggering conduct now ufed to their own 
children. 

The marquis of Rockingham very pa- 
thetically lamented the unhappy fituation 
of the town of Botton, and afked what 

ood fending the foldiery had already 
produced # ‘That they had been there for 
fyme time, incapable of ufing their arms, 
or bringing about the purpofes of govern- 
ment, From this experience of yourill- 
concerted meafures (continues his lord- 
fhip) youought to be taught wifdom and 
prudent legiflation; and the only way to 
recover ftability to your councils, and 
open a door to reconciliation, will be to 
begin by withdrawing the foldiery from 
the town of Bofton. 

Lords Gower, Rochford, and Wey- 
mouth, fucceffively followed each other ; 
who all publickly avowed the fettled in- 
tentions of government of compelling the 
Americans to the immediate obedience of 
the legiflature of the mother country,

URING the laft feffion of parlia- 
ment, on the 19th of April, 1774, 


Mr. Burke’s Speech on American Taxation. 
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Mr. Refe Fuller, member for Rye, made 
the following motion; that an act made 
in the feventh year of the reign of his 
prefent Majetiy, entitled, ‘‘ An act ior 
granting certain duties in the Britifh co- 
lonies and plantations in America ; for 
allowing a drawback of the duties of 
cuftoms upon the exportation from this 
kingdom of coffee and Cocoa nuts, of the 
produce of the faid colonies or plantati- 
ons; for difcontinuing the drawbacks 
payable on China earthen ware exported 
to America; and for more effectually 
preventing the clandeftine running of 
Goods in the faid colonies and plantati- 
ons; might be read. 

And the fame being read accordingly, 
he moved, ‘* That this houfe will, upon 
this day feven- night, refolve itfelf into a 
committee of the whole houfe, to take 
into confideration the duty of 3d per 
pound weight upon tea, payable in all his 
Mayjetty’s dominions in America, impofed 
by the faid act ; and alfo the appropria- 
tion of the faid duty.” 

On this latter motion a warm and 1n- 
terefting debate arofe, in which Mr, Fa- 
mund Burke {poke as tollows : 

> 2 Ki, 

I agree with the honourable gentle- 
man * who fpoke laft, that this fubject 
is not new in this houfe. Very difagree- 
ably to this houfe, very unfortunately to 
this nation, and to the peace and prof- 
perity of this whole empire, no topic has 
been more familiarto us. For nine long 
years, feffion after feflion, we have been 
lafhed round and round this miferable cir- 
cle of occafional arguments and tempo- 
rary expedients. I am fure our heads 
muit turn, and our ftomachs naufeate 
with them, We have had them in eve- 
ry fhape; we have looked at them in 
every point of view. Invention is ex- 
haufted ; reafon is fatigued ; experience 
has given judgment: but obftinacy is not 
yet conquered. 

The hon, gentleman has made one en- 
deavour more to diverfify the form of 
this difgufting argument. He has thrown 
out a fpeech compofed almoft entirely of 
challenges. Challenges are  ferious 
things; and as he is a man of prudence 
as well as refolution, I dare fay he has 
very well weighed thofe challenges be- 
fore he delivered them. I had long the 
happinefs to fit at the fame fide of the

houfe, and to agree with the hon. gen- 
tleman on all the American quettions. 
My fentiments, I am fure, are well 
knowntohim : and Itnought [had been 
perfectly acquainted witb his. Though 
t find myfelt miftaken, he will til! per- 
mit me to ufe the privilege of an old 
friendfhip; he will permit me to apply 
myfelf to the houfe under the fanction of 
his authority; and, on the various 
erounds he has meafured vut, to fubmit 
to you the poor opinions which I have 
formed, upon a mattcr of umportance, 
enough to demand the fulleft confidera- 
tion | could bettow upon It. 

He has {tated to the houfe two grounds 
of deliberation; one narrow and finiple, 
and merely confined to the queftion on 
your paper: the other more large and 
more complicated ; comprehending the 
whole feries of the parliamentary pro- 
ceedings with regard to America, their 
caufes, and their confequences. With 
regard to the latter ground, he ftates it 
as ufelefs, and thinks it may be even 
dangerous, to enter into fo extenfive 
afieldof enquiry. Yet, tomy furprize, 
he had hardly laid down this reitrictive 
propofition, to which his authority would 
have given fo much weight, when dire¢t- 
ly, and with the fame authority, he con- 
demns it; and declares it abfolutely ne- 
ceffary to enter into the moit ample hif- 
torical «detail. His zeal has thrownhima 
Kittle out of his ufval accuracy. In this 
perplexity what fhall we do, Sir, who 
were willing to fubmit) to the law he 
vives us? He has reprobated in ‘one part 
of his fpeech the rule he had laid down 
for debate in the other; and, atter 
arrowing the ground tor all thote who 
are to fpeak after him, he takes an ex- 
curfion himfelf, as unbounded as the 
fubject an the extent of his great abi- 
lities, 

Sir, when I cannot obey all his laws, 
I will do the beft I can. I will endea- 
vour to obey fuch of them as have the 
fanction of his example; and to ftick 
to that rule, which, though not confi- 
fient with the other, isthe moft ration-~- 
He was certainly in the right 
when he took the matter largely. I 
cannot prevail on myfelf to agree with 
him in his cenfure of nis own conduct,

Ihave reafon for it, The Minitters 
are with me. TAcy at latt are convinced 
that the repeal of the Stamp Act had 
not, and that no repeal can have, the 
confequences which the Hon, Gentle- 
man who defends their meatures is fo 
much alarmed at. ‘Yo their conduct I 
refer him for a conclufive anfwer to his 
objection. [ carry my proof irrefiftibly 
into the very body of both Miniftry and 
Parliament; noton any general reafon- 
ing crowing out of collateral matter, 
but on the conduct of the Hon. Gen- 
tleman’s minifterial friends on the new 
revenue itfelf, 

The Act of 17647, which grants this 
teaduty, fets forth in its preamble, 
that it was expedient to raife a revenue 
in America, for the fupport of the civil 
government there as well as for pur- 
pofes {till more extenfive. ‘l’o this fup- 


port the aét affigns fix branches of du- 


ties, About two years after this Act 
pailed, the Miniftry, 1 mean the prefent 
Miniltry, thought it expedient to repeal 
five of the duties, and to leave (for rea- 
fons belt known to themfelves) only the 
hixth ftanding. Suppofe any perfon, 
at the time of that repeal, had thus 
addreffed the Minitler ®, ** Condemn- 
Ing, as youdo, the repeal of the Stamp 
Ast, why do you venture to repeal the 
duties upon glafs, papér, and painters 
colours? Let your preténcé for the re- 
peal be what it will,are you not thorough- 
ly Convinced, that your conceffions will 
produce, not fatisfaction, but infolence 
inthe Americans; and that the giving 
up thele taxes will neéceffitate the viving 
up ofall the refit?”

ry to commerce (if this were the whole 
confideration) have taxed thefe commo- 
dities. ‘he fame may be faid of Glaf, 
Befides fome of the things taxed were 
fo trivial that the lofs of the objects then- 
felves and their utter annthilation oy 
of American commerce, would have been 
comparatively as nothing. But is the 
article of Vea fuch an objeét in the 
Trade of England, as not to be felt, o 
felt but flightly, like White Lead, and 
Red Lead, and Painters Colours? Tea 
is an object of far other importance, Te 
is perhaps the moft important object, ta- 
king: it with its neceflary connexions, 0 
any in the mighty circle of our Com 
merce. If commercial principles had 
been the true motives of the repeal, or had 
they been at all attended to, Tea would 
have been the laft articlewe fhould have 
left taxed for a fubject of controverfy.

Never did a 
people fuffer fo much tor the empty words 
of a preamble. It mutt. be given up. 
For on what principle does it fland? This 
tumous revenue ftands, at this hour, on 
all the debate, as a defcription of reve- 
nue not as yet known in all the compre- 
henlive (but too comprehenfive!) voca- 
bulariy of onances—a preambulary tax, 
It is indeed a tax of fophiliry, a tax of 
pedantry, a tax of difputation, a tax of 
warand rebellion, a tax for any thing 
but benefit to the impofers, or fatisfaction 
to the fubject. 

Well! but whatever it is, gentlemen 
will force the Coloniits to take the Teas, 
You will force them; has feven years 
firugele been yet able to force them? O 
but itfeems ‘** weare in the right. —The 
tax is trifling—in eflect it is rather an 
exoneration than an impofition ; three- 
fourths of the duty formerly payable 
on teas exported to America are taken 
off; the place of collection is only 
fhifted ; infiead of the retention of a 
fhilling from the draw-back here, it is 
three pence cuftom paid in America,” 
All this, Sir, is very true. But this is 
the very folly and mifchief of the a&, 
Incredible as it may feem, you know, 
that you have deliberately thrown away 
a large duty which you held fecure and 
quiet in your hands, for the vain hope 
of getting three fourths lefs, through 
every hazard, through certain litigation, 
and poffibly through war, 

‘The manner of proceeding 1n the du- 
ties on paper and glais, impofed by the 
fame aét, was exactly in the fame fpirit. 
There are heavy excifes on thofe articles 
when ufed in England. On_ export 
thefe excifes aredrawn back, but inftead 
of withholding the drawback, which might 
have been done, with eafe, without 
charge, without poffibility of imuggling, 
and inftead of applying the money (mo- 
ney already in your hands) according to 
your pleafure, you began your opera- 
tions in finance by flinging away your 
revenue; you allowed the whole draw- 
back on export, and then you charged 
the duty, (which you had before difcharg- 
ed,) payable in the Colonies ; where it 
was certain the collection would devour 
it to the bone; if any reyenue were ever 
fuffered to be collected at all. One ipi- 
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ce oieaaiaa and animates the whole 
mais, 

Could any thing be a fubje& of more 
juft alarm to America, than to fee you 
go out of the piain high road of finance, 
and give up your moit certain revenues 
and your Cleareft interefts, merely for 
the fake of infulting your Colonies? No 
man ever doubted that the commodity 
of tea could bear an impofition of three- 
pence. But no commodity will bear 
, ace, or will beara penny, when 
the general feelings of men are irritated, 
and two millions of people are refolved 
not to pay. The feelings of the Colo- 
nies wére formerly the feelings of Great 
Britain. ‘Theirs were formerly the fee- 
lings of Mr. Hampden, when called up- 
on for the payment of twenty fhillings. 
Would twenty fhillings have ruined Mir. 
Hampden’s fortune: No! but the pay- 
ment of half twenty fhillings, on the 
principle it was demanded, would have 
made hima flave, It is the weight of 
that preamble, of which you are {fo fond, 
and not the weight of duty, that the 
Americans are unable and unwilling to 
bear. | ) 

- It is then, Sir, upon the principle of 
this meafure, and nething elfe, that we 
are at iffue. It is a principle of politi- 
cal expediency. Youratt of 1767 af- 
ferts, that it is expedient to raife a re- 
venue in America; your a& of 1769, 
which takes away that revenue, contra- 
dicts the act of 1767; and, by fomething 
much ftronger than words, afferts, that 
it is not expedient. It is a reflection 
upon your wifdom to perfift in a folemn 
parliamentary declaration of the expe- 
diency of any object, for which, at the 
fame time, you make no fort of provifi- 


on. And pray, Sir, let not this circum- 


fiance efcape you; it is very material ; 
that the preamble of this act, which we 
wifh to repeal, is not declaratory of 
rigbt, as fome gentlemen feem to argue 
it; itis only a recital of the expedienc 
of a certain exercife of a right topeet- 
ed already to have been aiferted; an 
exercife you are now contending for 
by ways and means, which you confefs, 
though they were obeyed, to be utter- 
Ty infufficient for their purpofe. Yop are 
therefore at this moment in the auk ward 
fituation of fighting for a phantom; a 
quiddity; a thing that wants not only 
a fubftance, but even a name; for a 
thing, which is neither abitraé right, 
nor profitable enjoyment. 

They tell you, Sir, that yourdignity 
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is tied to it. I know not how it happen, 
but this dignity of yours Is a terrible 
incumbrance to you; for it has of late 
been ever at war with your interett, you 
equity, and every idea of your policy, 
Skow the thing you contend for to be 
reafon; fhow it to be common fenfe. 
fhow it to bethe means of attaining fom 
ufeiulend; and then [ am content » 
allow it whaf-dignity you pleafe, By 
what dignity !s derived trom the p:rfeye. 
rance in abfurdity is more than ever | 
could difcern. The Hon. Gentlema 
has faid well—indeed, in the moft of 
his genera/obfervations [agree with hin 
—he fays, that thisfubject does not {tant 
as it did formerly. Oh, certainly not 
eyery hour you continue on this ill cho. 
fen ground, your dithculties thicken o 
you ; and therefore my conclufion is, re. 
move from a bad pofition as quickly a 
youcan. The difgrace, aud the necef, 
fity of yielding, both of them, grow 
upon you every hour of your delay, 
But will you repeal the act, fay 
the Hon. Gentleman, at this inftant 
when America is in open refifiance to 
your authority, and that you have jul 
revived your fyftem of taxation? He 
thinks he has driven us into a corner, 
But thus pent up, I am content to meet 
him ; becaufe I enter the lifts fupport- 
ed by my old authority, his new friends 
the minifters themfelves. The Hon. 
Gentleman remembers, that above fie 
years ago as great diiturbances as the 
prefent prevailed in America on account 
of the new taxes. ‘The minifters re 
fented thefe difturbances as treafonable; 
and this Houfe thought proper, on that 
reprefentation, to make a famous at- 
drefs for a revival, and for a new ap 
plication of a ftatute of Hen, VIil.

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Peer relative to the repeal of taxes by 
this Houfe. 1 pafs by the ufe of the 
King’s name in a matter of fupply, that 
facred and referved right of the Com- 
mons. I conceal-the ridiculous figure of 
Parliament, hurling its thunders at the 
gigantic rebellion of America ; and.then, 
five days after, proftrate at the feet of 
thofe alfemblies we affected to defpife s 
begging them, by the Intervention of 
our minifterial fureties, to receive our 
fubmiffion; and heartily promifing a~ 
mendment, ‘Thefe. might have been fe 
rious matters formerly; but we are grown 
wifer than our fathers...

‘Thefe excellent.and trully fer- 
vants of the King, juftly fearful loft 
they themfelves fhould have loft.all cre- 
dit with the world, bring-out the image 
of their gracious Sovereign from the in- 
moft and mott facred fhrine, and they 
pawn him, as a fecurity for their promi- 
fes, ‘* His Majefiy relies on your: pru- 
dence and fidelity for fuch.as explana- 
tion of bis meafures.” ‘Thefe fentiments 
of the minitter, and thefe. meafures of 
his Majeity, can only relate'to the prin- 
ciple and practice of taxing» for a.reve- 
nue; and accordingly Lord Botetourt, 
fiating it as fuch, did with great pro- 
priety, and in the exaét fpirit of his in-

Thur/day, Fanuary 19. 

HIS day, the houfe of commons met, 
purfuant to their adjournment, 
‘The Speaker. took the chair about two 
o'clock, when Lord Barrington prefent- 
ed the lift of the captains widows: Af- 
ter which Lord North prefented to the 
houfe feveral bundles of American pa~ 
pers, the titles of which being read, they 
appeared to be extracts of letters from 
the governors of the different provinces 
of Maffachufets Bay, New York, Penn-~ 
fylvania, Georgia, South Carolina, 
Virginia, &c. to the Earl of Dartmouth, 
and his Anfwers: ‘Their dates from April 
to the rsth of December, 1774. As 
foon as the titles were read, Mr. Burke 
arofe, and obferved, that as no mention 
was made of any letters from Maryland, 
he fhould be glad to know whether the 
deficiency of intelligence from that pro- 
vince proceeded from a want of corref- 
pondence, or from any political motive ; 
and whether thofe papers were all the 

intelligence received from America ? 
Lord North anfwered, by deciaring, 
that he had brought the papers in a bag, 
and that he had not examined them, nei- 
ther did he know whether. there were any 
from Maryland or not; that if there 
were any, they fhould moft affuredly be 
laid before the houfe. As to the papers 
onthe table concerning all the intelli- 
gence from Americas he would not un- 
dertake to fay, as thofe he had then 
brought with him were only extracts of 
facts contained in the original letters ; 
that the author’s opinions were not men- 
tioned ; it having been frequently found 
that the private opinions of people in 
power being made public had been at- 
tended with bad confequences, therefore 
his Majefty’s fervants had determined, 
for the future, never to mention the pri- 
vate opinion of any perfon.—Mr, Burke 
replied, that in fome cafes it might be 
proper to keep back the private opinion 
of a perfon, yet, iu fo critical and alarm- 
ing an affair as that of the Americans, 
the opinion of aman in power on the fpot 
mult be of great fervice ; he therefore 
was of opinion, that the whole of the in- 
formation received from America ought. 
ta 
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to be Jaid before the houfe, and not ex- 
tracts of particular letters, fuch as fuited 
the Miniiter’s purpofe, Lord North then 
moved, that the faid papers might lie on 
the table for in{pection.

Britain, the Weft-Indies, and America, 
but that the different commodities im- 
ported from America add confiderably to 
our commerce with the Eaft-Country, 
Germany, Holland, France, Spain, Por- 
tugal, and the different Italian States. 
It ftates the return in bullion, &c. from 
thofe different countries, and the various 
advantages arifing therefrom, particular- 
ly how this circuitous intercourfe en- 
creafes our feamen and fhipping, and 
Se employment to our various manu- 
actures, It next proceeds to fhew the

jetted; and that, on the whole, it was 
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no corporate act, ‘but contained the fen- 
timents of a very inconfiderable number 
of perfons, who ailembled the fame eve- 
ning, totally againit the fenfe of the cor- 
poration. 

Mr, Burke defired to know, if thofe 
who difapproved of the petition were A- 
merican merchants, or perfons who had 
an intercourfe at firtt or iecond hand with 
America, or on which fide the majority 
lay of thofe of that defcription. 

Mr. Bacon anfwered, that he knew of 
none in that city who carried on a direct 
trade with America, 

Mr. Burke then preffed him to declare, 
if there were any perfons in Norwich, 
whether for or againit the petition did not 
fignify, who were interetied in the trade 
to America, or if he meant to fay, that 
none of the manufactures or fibrics there 
found their way to America, through any 
channel; and if there did, if he would 
venture to affirm, thatevery perfon con- 
cerned in them was not interefted in the 
prefent critical itate of affairs in that 
country. 

Mr. Bacon at length very reluétantly 
confeffed the affirmative of thofe feveral 
guettions ; but after giving at leaft one 
proof of the wifdom of the citizens of 
Norwich, by aflirming they had elected 
him to be their reprefentative unani- 
moufly, contended, that the petition by 
no means contained the fentiments of his 
conftituents. 

Mr. Burke moved, that the petition 
might be referred to the committee ap- 
pointed to confider the {tate papers, and 
the ufual amendments being added, it 
fhared the fame fate with the petitions 
from London, Briftol, and Glaigow, by 
amajority of 61 to Ir. | 

A petition of a fimilar nature was pre- 
fented from the town of Dudley, by Mr, 
T.. Foley, who followed his*motion, by 
declining to divide the houfe, as he faid 
there was not the leaft profpect of fuc- 
cefs, the la{t divifion being {fo very fmal}, : 

Mr. Skipworth next rofe, and ac- 
quainted the houfe, that he had a petition 
of a very different nature, to prefent 
from the manufacturers of Birmingham. 
It was accordingly read, and flrongly re- 
commended the enfoicing the American 
acts, 

Mr. Burke rofe, and made the ufual 
motion. He obferved humoroufly, that 
the grand objection ayainit the other pe- 
titions, was their being dire&ted to com~ 
mercial confiderations. Here (fays he} 
is a matter of downrizht policy. The 
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entlemen on the other fide have happi- 
y drawn the line, The other petitions 
all relate to commerce, theirs is a com- 
mittee of folicy; fince that is the cafe, 
fure this, which contains nothing elfe, 
not even a fyllable, fhould be referred 
by wav of contradiilinétion to this very 
politic committee. 1 do therefore move, 
that faid petition be referred to the com- 
mittee folely defigned for the invefliga- 
tion of political matters, 
however, was not followed ; it was con- 
fequently referred with the reft, after 
the ufual amendment was propofed and 
agreed to. 

Sir George Saville then informed the 
houfe, that on his return towards home 
from the Milbourne felect committee, a 
petition was put intohis hand, referring 
to a paper referred to the committee ap- 
pointed to take into confideration the 
ftate papers to-morrow ; that it. was fign- 
ed by Mr. Bolland, Dr. Franklyn, and 
Dr. Lee ; and that. it prayed to be 
heard in proof of the allegations con- 
tained in faid paper.

Mr. Bamber Gafcoigne infifted, that 
the petition could not be received, as it 
related to matters of which the houfe had 
not yet taken cognizance, 

Mr. Rigby was of the fame opinion. 
He faid, no Petition could be received 
touching the contents of a paper not yet 
known ; that when the paper was read, 
the- houfe would be able-to judge whe- 
ther or not the matter it contained was 
fuch as the houfe would think proper to 
enter into the confideration of. 

Mr. Burke contended ftrongly, that 
the houfe could not,confiftently with their 
ufual mode of proceeding, refufe to re- 
ceive the petition, nor when it was re- 
ceived, refufe to refer it. 


Mr. Sollicitor General faid, that the

anxious {till to ufe our beft endeavours t 
preferve that decency and order for which 
the town has ever been remarkable, re= 
lying on thé julfice of our caufe, and 
confiding in the united endeavours of the 
Colonies, the wifdom of the Continental 
Congrefs, the juflice and clemency of 
our Sovereign, and thé fmiles of Divine 
Providence, that our grievances wilf 
fhortly be redreffed, and our unalietiable 
and precious rights, liberties, and privi~ 
leges, be reftored and fecured fo us upon 
a juft and permanent bafis. Therefore, 
we recommend, 

‘* That, as his Excellency the Govef= 
nor has affured the town that he wilk do 
all in his power to fecure the péace and 
good order of the town ; sf, 

‘¢ That the town on their pat will 
exert their beft endeavours to effe& the 
fame defirable purpofe, and to this énd 
would augment the town watch; and‘it is 
recommended to the Sele& Men of the 
town that they encreafe the watch to thé 
number of 12 men in each watch. houfe; 
for the fecurity and fafety df the inhabti- 
tants, and that they be dirééted to patroleé 
the ftreets of the town for the whole night 
the enfuing feafon. 

“ And it is earnefily defired that his 
Majetty’s juftices of the péacé, and other 
peace officers, would exért their duthori- 
ty for the obfervancée of the laws, and 

O pre- 
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prefervation of peace and order, and that 
when they hear of any diflurbance, they 
vould not wait for a complaint, but call 
On the inhabitants, who will at all times 
be ready in affifting to difperfe fuch per- 
fons, or in bringing offenders to juttce, 
of what rank or order foever. 

‘ As in our prefent fituation tt 1s in- 
cumbent upon us particularly to attend 
to the peace and goad order of the town, 
It is therefore earnelily recommenced ta 
the inhabitants to do all in their power 
fo prevent or fupprefs any quarrels or 
difturbances. And it is ferioufly recom- 
mended to all mafbers of families, that 
they reilrain their children and fervents 
from going abroad after nine o’clock tn 
the evening, unlefs on neceilary buiinefs, 

* And it is further recommended to 
the Select Men of the town, to enjoin 
wpon all reiailers and taverners of the 
town, that they itrict!y conform to the 
laws of the province relating to diforder- 
ly perfons.,

fhot down by the Indians, the other mad 
his efcape, and brought in the intelli. 
eence ; In two or three minutes after, 
two of Captain Shelvey’s men came jp, 
and confirmed the account, 

‘¢ Colonel Andrew Lewis being jp. 
formed thereof, immediately ordered oy 
(fo onel Charles Lewis to take the com. 
mand of 150 of the Augutta troops, anj 
with hin went Capr. Dickenfon, Caps 
biarrifon, Capt. Wilfon, Captain John 
Lewis, of Auguita, and Capt. Lockridge, 
which made the frf{t divifion, Col, Flem- 
iuy was alfo ordered to take the con. 
mand of 150 moreof the Botetourt, Bed. 
ford, and Fincattle troops, which mate 
the fecond divifion. 

‘¢ Colonel Charles Lewis’s  divifion 
marched to the right, fome diftance from 
the Ohio, and Col, Fleming, with his d- 
vifion, on the bank of the Ohto, to th 
left. 

** Col. Charles Lewis’s divifion hat 
not marched quite half a mile from th 
camp, when, about fun-rife, a vigorow 
attack was made on the front of his di- 
vifion, by the united tribes of Shawa- 
nefe, Dclawares, Mingoes, Tawas, and 
of feveral other nations, in number ro 
lefs than 800. In this heavy attack, Co. 
Charles Lewis, and feveral of his mer 
full, and the Augufa divifion was oblig- 
ed to give way to the heavy fire of the 
enemy. The enemy inftantly engaged 
the frent of Col. Flemine’s divifion, ani 
in a thort time the Colonel receive! 
two balls through his leit arm, and or 
through his breaft; and, after animatiy 
the oificers and foldiers, retired to th 
camp. st 

‘© His jofs in the field was fentbi! 
felt, but the Auguftine troops being fhort 
ly after reinforced from the camp 
Col. Fie!d, with his company, togetht 
with Capt. M‘Dowell, &c, the ene), 
no longer able to maintain their grou, 

vas forced to give way. In their pret 
pitate retreat, Colone! Field was kill 
During this time, which was till afte 


twelve o'clock, the action continued 
frome: 
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rremely het. The clofe underwood, 
many fteep banks, an: logs, greatly fa- 
voured the retreat of the Indians; and 
the bravedt of their men made the beit ufe 
of them, whilft others were throwing 
their dead into the Ohw, and carrying 
off their wounded, 

« Soon atter twelve the aStion abated, 
hut continued, except at fhort intervals, 
iarp enough til fun-tet, when they 
found a fate retreat. 

“ They had not the fatisfaction of car- 
rying off any of our men’s {calps, fave 
one or two ftragglers, whom they killed 
before the engagement. Many of their 

ead they fealped, rather than we fhoufd 

have them; but our troops fcalped up- 
wards of twenty of their men, that were 
frit killed. It is beyond doubt their lofs 
mnumber far exceeds ours, which is con- 
fiderable.”’ 

The following is a return of the killed 
and wounded in the above battle:

Field ;——-Captains, John Murray, R. 
M‘Clenechan, Samuel Wilfon, James 
Ward ;—Lieutenant, Hugh Allen; [én- 
fiens, Cantiff, Bracken; forty-four pri- 
vates.

Wounded: Colonel William Fleming ; 
Captains, John Dickinfon, “Thomas Bluf.

tal killed and wounded 140. 

The account further fays, that Col, 
Fieming and feveral others are fince dead 
of their wounds,

aye, Fable of the new Tragedy, called Matilda. 
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The brothers, being of ditferent parties, 
are reprefented as fi rangers to each other's 
paffion for the fame object. In this fi- 
tuation Matilda. expreties her fears of 
their meeting, edefcribes the different 
tempers of her two lovers, and her hour- 
ly apprehenfions of a fatal diicovery 
which muft take place, when they’ come 
together. Bertha, who is fent away with 
letters to Siward, the intimate fnend of 
Morcer, and fecond in command, enters 
to Matilda, and endeavours to perfuade 
her to give her hand to Morcar. Ma- 
tilda, unwilling to acknowledge her 
pailion for another, and particularly Ed- 
win, objects to Morcar’s yehemence of 
temper, his refufal to fet her free, and, 
above all, his rebellion againf{ William. 
This ferves as a bafis for the conduct of 
Siward, whe refolves to perfuade his 
friend to quit all thoughts of Matilda, or 
to give up his refentment, and join the 
Conqueror ; the converfation is interrupt- 
ed by the fudden arrival ef Morcar; 
Matilda retires, and the friends are Icfi 
together, In the following feene a 
flizht quarrel enfues between Morcar and 
Siward, wherein the Author has judict- 
oufly difplayed and contrafled his cha- 
racters. An ‘Officer enters, to acquaint 
them that a party of William’s are ad- 
vancing to attack them, ‘They are im- 
mediately reconciled,-and go out to 
prepare for the battle. 

ACT II, Between the firft and fe- 
cond att a battle is fuppofed to have been 
fought, and Edwin, whofe forces ‘were 
routed by Morcar, taken prifoner; he 
laments his condition in a fhort foliloquy, 
and mentions the lofs of Matilda, whom 
he had not feen for three years, nor does 
he know what is become ot her: Siward, 
to whom his perfon is a ftranger, enters, 
gives him hopes of pardon and protection 
irom Morcar, and defires him to retnieve 
Siward, his fervant. Morcar enters to 
Siward, who periuades him to quit the 
caufe he ts engaged in, and make peace 
with William, as the only means of 
gaining Matilda. Yo this, though un 
Willingly, Morcar confents ; he aixs atte? 
the prifoner, and defires to fee him. Si- 
ward goes out,and fends Edwininto Mor- 
car; ind windifsovershimfelt, and they are 
reconciled. ‘The ftory begins here to 
grow more and more interefting ; tlic 
lovers are now, without each others 
know'else, brouzht very clofe, and the 
Author has artfully contrived to give them 
a meeting, by making Morcar propo‘e 
to his brother carrying to Matilda, whom 
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he does not name, the joyful tidings of 
his canverfion to the caufe of Wil- 
liam, anid to make an offer of his hand, 
which he doyb’s not but fhe will gladly 
accept; on the news of this change, Eu- 
win, tho’ very unwillingly, accepts his 
brother's commiffion, Morcar engaging 
to plead his caufe, and promifing to toliow 
bin. 

ACT II’. Matilda enters with Ber- 
tha; fhe relates to her an alarming dream 
which fhe had the preceding night, 
which fhe cannot interpret, but which 
is found in the courfe of the Fable to 
be prophefied of the cataftrophe. An 
Officer enters, who acquaints her that a 
perfon from W illiam’s camp defires to fee 
and {perk to her. She orders him to be 
admitted. ‘The furprize of both parties, 
at this pnexpetted meeting, render the 
unfuing fcene extreme y interefting. Her 
fituation in the canpof Morcar, and her 
feeming confent to marry him, naturally 
alarm the jealoufy of Edwin, which pro- 
duces a fhort quarrel between the lovers, 
ending, as fuch quarrels do generally, 
in a perfect reconciliation ;—Morcar en- 
ters to the reward of his converfion, 
the hard heartof Maida. This brings 
on an explanation; Matilda acknow- 
ledges {7@ is in love with another,.and 
Edwin bokily confeiles him‘elf to be the 
object of her affection. ‘This is the great 
crifis or hinge on which the whole Fable 
turns: Morcar is aftonifhed and enraged 
at the fuppofed connivance of the lo- 
vers, He orders Matilda to her feat, and 
calls the guards to feize on Edwin; but, 
Siward enters, and acquainting him that 
his foldiers, on hearing of his defertion to 
William, had mutinied, he goes out 
to queli the infurrection, and leaves Ed- 
win in the cuffdy of his friend, with 
{trict orders to” confine him. Siward, 
whoid fcribed as the moft generous of 
men, ftrikes off his chains, receives his 
parole of honour that he will be found 
when called upon, and gives him leave 
toremain in his tent till Morcar can 
be reconciled to him. They go off toge- 
ther. 

ACT IV. Edwin being permitted by 
Siward to fee Matilda, they enter to- 
gether; he endeavours to perfuade her to 
go off, andleave him behind ; fhe refuf- 
es, unlefshe will accompany her; which, 
ashe hai bound himfelf by word to Si- 
ward, he cannot comply with; as they 
are confulting the means of. their future 
fafety, they are interrupted by Morcar, 
who, by qne of his Officers, had reccived 
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intelligence of their meeting; he is, ; 
the lait degree, irritated at this fecogj 
interview; and, in the warmth of hi 
refentment, remands Edwin to prion, 
and orders Matilda, who reproaches hig 
with all the fcorns and bittern fs ofa, 
injured woman, Mlorcar 1s, at length, 
worked up to the height of paffion an 
defpair, which is encreafed by the arrival 
of Siward, who acquaints him that Wil. 
liam is juttupon them with an irrefiftible 
force. This drives him toth: defperate te. 
folution of deftroying his brother; and, 
after contracting a folemn promi 
from Siward that he will do any thing 
he requires, he conjures him to deftroy 
Ledwin private'y inthe ‘ower ; adding, 
that, if he refufes to perform the offer, 
he will emp'oy another hand to execute 
it. ‘This alarms Siward, who, after re- 
peated endeavours to ditfuade him from 
his cruel purpofe, gives him an ambiguous 
anfwer, that makes Morcar believe he 
would certainly difpatch him. Siward 
tells him, that, when he hears the Cur. 
few bell found, he may conclude that 
Kdwinis dead. They part, and theaf 
finifhes. 

ACT V. Morcar enters with all the 
horrors of the intended murder fkrongly 
imprefled on his mind. An Officer in- 
forms him it is generally — believed 
that the mutiny among his troops had 
been fecretly ttirred up by the prifoner 
in the Tower, who advifes him, there- 
fore, as foon as poffible, to make away 
with him, This confirms Morcar tn the 
refolution of deftroying his brother ; but, 
the {tings of confcience reproaching hin, 
he feels the deepeft remorfe, and re- 
folves, if poffible, ftill to fave Edwin, 
when a mefjenger acquaints him, that 
a dead body had been drawn forth from 
the Tower vy order of Siward, The 
bell then tolls, and confirms him in the 
Opinion that his brother is dead. His 
agitation of mind on this occafion was 
warmly and pathetically defcribed. 5! 
ward enters to him; Morcar reproaches 
him for fo readily executing his com-: 
mands, Siward retorts, and Morcaren- 
deavours to deftroy himfelf, but is pte- 
vented by Siward, who wrenches the 
dagger from him, and promifes to bring 
him a cordial draught that will pu 
an end to all his forrows. Morcar. ima- 
gines it to be a cup of poifon, and tells 
him, that he will wait patiently till he 
returns with it. Siward goes out, and 
Matilda enters to petition for Edwin’ 
lite. Morcar, by ambiguous Spence 
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fr fome time fogihes and flatters her; 
but, at length, acknowledges to her, 
that he had given his commands to S1- 
ward to dettroy Edwin, which he had 
too faithfully performed, Matilda, thock- 
ed at the news of Edwin's death, attempts 
to kill herfelt, but is ftopped by Mor- 
car, who expreffes, in the ftrongett terms, 
his abhorrence of the deed he had con- 
f.nted to, and tells her he would glad- 
1. vive Edwin now to her*arms, if he 
could be reftored. As he 1s ftrusgling 
and endeavouring to vet the dagger from 
her, Siward enters with Edwin, telling 
Morcar this was the cordial draught he 
had referved for him, Mutual joy and 
happnefs fucceed on this unexpected 
event. Morcar joins the hands of Ed- 
win and Matilda; exprefles his refoluti- 
on of retreating for the remainder of

An Hificrical Account of the Oviein and 
Progrefs of Phyfic..

HI fourth and laft period begins 
with the difcovery of the circula- 
tion of the blood, or rather with the 
time when it became publicly known. 
The difcovery thereof is generally at- 
tributed to Dr, Harvey, our country-

of It: beiog fritfet on foot in England, 
but yet not the frit or fole difcoverer 
thereo!: tor Michael Servetu:, Calvin's 
Biott, a nitive of Villanova, in Arra- 
gon, a payficien celebrated for his errors 
religion, and yet more for the puntth- 
ment to whi hb he was condemned at Ge- 
neva, taught in a book that was printed 
In 163 at Viennes, in Dauphiny, that 
the blood was carried to the pulmonary 
artery from the right ventricle of the 
heart into the lungs,—that the ramifica- 
tions of that veilel carried it into thofe 
of the pulmonary vein, with which they 
communcated—and that the b’ood was 
thence drawn into the leit ventricie of 
the heart, then from the diaftole, and 
rigor diliributed throuzh all tne arte- 
es of the body. 

ee 1ssg a treatife of anat omy was 
publifhed by Realdus Columbus, in which 
the dodtrine of the circulation Is very 
fully and particularly explained: feve- 
ral other auihors wrote upon the fubject 
befure Hlarvey, and the difcovery was 
carried to its utmoft perfection by An- 
drew Cerfalpinus, of Arezed, ina work 
publified at Venice, in 1593, entitled, 
Queitionum Peripate-licarum, libri 4. 
Queftionum Medicarum, bri, 4, In 
this work the author ufes the word Cir- 
culation, and explains it exactly as it 
is now taughtand believed: it is there- 
fore very probable that Harvey, who 
Was at Paduain the beginning of the 
feventeenth century, remaines there five 
years, and took his degree of dostor, 
heard of the difcovery, and attcrwards 
mene it as his own, 

The feurvy and the pox, which ap 
peared mm the third poi tod, continusd in 
ehis, and mercury in frictions was uled 
tor the cure of the latter with fome fuc- 
cefs: many attempts were alfo made to 
adimonifter this re med y in a more commo- 
cious manner , but thoug h jiome of them 
tucceeded, the common way icemed to 
cclerve the preference, ‘his remedy is 
not certatniv efficacious, except a cer- 
tain quantity of it enters the body, and 
the quantity required cannot always be 
rubbed in without producing a fativation ; 
many contrivances therefore have been 
pros voted to obviate that Inconveniency.

An Account of Dr. Fobnfon’s SFourney to 


the Weflern ands of* Scotland. 


F this journey, which potterity will 
. Conlider as no lefs clatlical, and is, 
February, 1775 
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in truth, far more interefting, than that 
of Horace to Brundufium, we fhall cive 
a fhort epitome. b 
Our author, having lone defired to yi- 
fit the Hebrides, was induced, in the 
autumn 1773, to undertake the journey, 
by finding, in’ Mr. Bofwell [the friend 
of Paoli,] a companion, whofe acutenefs 
(he fays) would help his enquiry, and 
whofe gaiety of converfation, and civility 
of manners, are futhcient to countera& 
the inconveniencies of travel.in countries 
lefs hofpitable. than thofe which they 
pafled. They left Edinburgh Aug, 18, 
directing their courfe uorthward, along 
the eaflern coait of Scotland, and accom- 
panied the firlt day by another gentle- 
man[unnamed ], who could tiay with them 
only long enough to fhew them how much 
they loft at feparation, As they crofled 
the Frith of Forth, they firft vifited 
Inch Keith, a {mall ifland, never before 
vilited by either of our author’s compa- 
nions, though conttantly lying within their 
view, ‘Lhis is defcribed as nothing more 
thana rock, covered by a thin layer of 
earth, with the ruins of a fmall fort, lit- 
tle injured by time. ‘Through Kinghorn, 
Kirkaldy, and Cowpar, they then pro- 
ceeded to St. Andrews, a City once archie- 
pifcopal, where lodgings had been pro- 
vided for them, ‘* by the interpotition 
of fome invilible friend,” at the houfe 
of one of the profetiors, whofe ‘* eafy 


civility,” and ‘* elegant lettered hofpi- 
taliy,” are amply rewarded by as elegant 


an elogium, But this “ kindnefs did 
not contribyte to abate the uneafy re- 
membrance, of an univerhty declining, 
a college alienated, anda church profan- 
ed and hattening to the ground.’* On 
thefe feveral tapics our author defeants 
with bts ufual energy and pathos, paying 
a compliment, by the way, to the ** mo- 
dern Jatinity” of Buchanan, and obfer- 
ing, at St. Andrew’s, only one tree, 
which * might be a fhow in Scotland, 
as a horfe in Venice.” Over the Frith 
of ‘Tay, they pailied, by Dundee, to 
Aberbrothick, a monaftry renowhed in 
the hiffory of Scotland, and {till magni- 
ficert in its ruins; thence proceeded to 
Montrofe, a ‘‘ clean, airy, well built’ 
town, and were then drawn out of their 
way to the houle of Lerd Monboddo, 
‘¢ by the magnetifm of his converfation.” 
At Aberdeen, our travellers were polite- 
ly noticed by Sir Alexander Gordon, 
known, twenty, years ago, to Dr. fobn- 
fon, in London, and now Profetior of 
Phyfic in the King’s College, Both the 
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old and new city, and alfo the colleges, 
are briefly defcribed, and we are told, 
that the writer had the freedom of the 
City polite!y given him in the town-hall, 
by the Lord Provoit, *‘ without a fee.” 
To Slanes-Caftle, built from the margin 
of the fea, the feat ot the Earl of Er- 
rol [fon of the unfortunate Earl of 
Kilmarnock, and then Lord Boyd], they 
were invited by his Lordthip, and, with 
Mr. Boyd, vifited Dun Buy (the yellow 
rock), a rocky peninfula, difcoloured by 
the dung of inumerable fea-fowls, and 
the Buller of Buchan, a rock perpendi- 
Gularly tubulated, of which the deferip- 
tion cannot be read with indifterence. 
Purfuing their journey, our travellers 
faw neither flocks nor herds, and, in 
thefe 200 miles, had obferved only one 
tree not younger than themfelves. At 
Bamff, their next ftage, nothing parti- 
cular was obfervable, but the incommo- 
dioufnefs of Scotch windows, which 
kept them very clofely fut. ‘“hrough 
Cullen they proceeded to Elgin, a place 
of little trad-; and here, defcribing the 
ruins of that cathedral, the Doctor af- 
fets, that ‘‘ our own cathedrals (alio) are 
mouldering by unregarded dilapidation,” 
and that ‘* the monuments of facred mag- 
nificence are defpifed.” ‘This intelli- 

ence is new and alarming, and he 
could wifh that thefe dilapidated churches 
had been fpecified, efpecially as, on ma- 
ny (Englifh) cathedrals, to our know- 
ledge, great fums have lately and very 
judicioufly been expended. But, to re- 
turn--- To Fores they went forwards 
the fame day, ‘‘ to an Englifhman claf- 
fic ground,” being ‘* the town to which 
Macbeth was travelling when he met the 
weird fifters ,"° at Lochabers, a feat of 
the Duke ot Gordon, faw the firft orch- 
ard; and at Nairn, entered on the Hilands 
there ‘* firft feeiny peat fires, and hear- 
ing the Erfe languaye.” From the houfe 
of Mr. Macaulay, the minifter who 
publifhed an account of St. Kilda, they 
vifited Calder-Cattle, of which Mac- 
beth was Thane, and, from this ancient 
tower, went toa moft regular modern 
fortifications, Fort George *, where the 
elegant converfation of Sir Eyre Coote, 
the governor [diftinguifhed by his actions 
in India], was preferred, by our author, 
to the delicacies of his table,

ing, a Highland hut, and the celebrate 
fall of Fiers, rode to Fort Auguttus, of 
which the courtefy of Mr. Trapaud, th 
governor, is not forgotten. ‘lwo day 
more brought them through the High 
lands, to the weftern coaft, hearing, a 
they palied, of the raifing of rents, an 
confequent emigration of the inhabitany, 
and painting, with a glowing pencil, tl 
hills and rivers, and, in particular, ont 
pleafant bank, which firft fuggefted the 
thought of this narration. Leaving ow 
author philofophically to inveftigate th 
reafon of thofe peculiarities which gene. 
rally diftinpuifh fuch rugged regions, ani 
afterwards, as philofophically to fleep a 
a bundle of hay, in his riding-coat, we 
haften to the Ifle of Sky, where Dr, 
Johnfon and Mr. Bofwell landed Sep.

Novelty and igno- 
rance muf{t always be reciprocal, and I 
cannot but be confcious that my thoughts 
on national manners are the thoughts of 
one who has feen but little.”

HE Dutchefs our Sovereign | was 
brought to bed this morning of a 
princefs, who was baptifed at noon, and 
received the namesof Maria- Antonietta- 
Jofephina-Anne-Louifa- Vincenza-Mar- 
garetta-Catherina; the Emperor and the 

Queen of Sardinia being fponfors. 

Porto, Dec. 10. On Sunday laft, the 
11th inftant, this river rofe tfteen feet 
perpendicular in about feven hours, fil- 
ling the firecets near the quays on both 
fides; many ware houfes were thrown 
down, pipes of wine and various other 
merchandizes, were carried away; and 
in fome places the inhabitants had but 
jut time to efcape at the tops of their 
houfes, On Monday the torrent was ex- 
tremely rapid; about one o'clock, the 
fhip Kirby-Hall, James George, matter, 
with one man on boa d, laden with 262 
-_ of wine for London, and ready to 
ail, was forced from her moorings, and 
in a few minutes dafhed to pieces on the 
bar; however, by the courage and {kill 
of the pilots at St. John’s, the man was 
faved. 

On Tuefday night the torrent abated ; 
and though the ftream {till runs with great 
rapidity, boats begin to pafs. Some 
frefhes here have be:n known as high as 
this, but they always hitherto came on 
eradually; none having ever been known 
fo violent and fo fudden, 

The loffes are very confiderable in 
wine, fugar, fhips, houfes, and mer- 
chandize of ail forts; though no cer- 
tain calculation can as yet be made of 
the amount. However, we do not hear 
that any lives have been loi. 

His Britannic Majeliy’s conful has 
taken the neceflary meafures for the re- 
covery of fuch parts of the wrecks and 
merchandize as can be found, in order 
to their being reftored to the owners,

Hague, Dec. 15. The city of Dant- 
zic is {till blocked up by the Prufhan 
troops. They are raifing at Marien- 
burgh, for the fervice of the king, one 
battalion of grenadiers, one regiment o! 
huflars, andtwo pulks of Uhlans. Two 
thoufand workmen are employed, not- 
withftanding the feverity.of the weather, 
in forming lines, and erecting fortifica- 
tions along the frontiers of Samogitia. 
There are .a number of engineers, &c. 
at Meme!, which feems as if they would 
fortify that place. 

Paris, Dec. 16, A young man and his 
accomplice were lately executed here for 
murdering his father, a ftable-keeper of 
this city, with a knife, with which he 
gave him two mortal wounds in the bo- 
dy. His mother gave him ten guineas to 
effect his efcane; but the murderers, 
however, were both taken, tried, and 
fentenced to the wheel, &c.

It is, 
however, generally thought that Genoa 
will be able to accommodate matters, by 
*means of the bank of St. George; and 
it isfaid, that the three fowns of Savona, 
Monaco, and Final, are to be given up 
to the Emperor, France, and Sardinia ; 
fo that Genoa will be, in fome meafure, 
on a footing with Poland; and thofe 
three powers wil! then engage to proteét 
the Republic of Genoa agaiaft all other 
enemies.
